Republican supporters at first claim- 
ed Lenroot’s election by 40,000, but 
disappointing returns from the west 
and northwest of the state caused 
them to withdraw these assertions. 
Later tabulations indicated Lenroot’s 
election by from 8,000 to 10,000, ac- 
cording to republican headquarters. 
Democratic headquarters offered no 


figures to support their claims. 
* Gains for Socialists. 

Ome thing e fragmentary returns 
proved without question and that was 
that the socialists, supporting Victor L, 
Berger; who ran on a platform calling 
for the immediate abandonment of the 
war, had made decided gains over pre- 
vious elections. 

At republican headquarters 898 pre- 
cincts out of 2,200 in the state, includ- 
ing 75 in Milwaukee county, had been 
tabuleted at midnight, give Lenroot 
(republican) a lead of 7,847 over Da- 
vies (democrat). 

The re-election of Mayor Daniel W. 
Hoan, socialist, of Milwaukee, was con- 
ceded. 

As usual the first information from 
the state came from democratic sec- 
tions, with a comparatively slight rep- 
resentation of republican districts. 

Republican leaders predicted Len- 
root’s election, but admitted the count 
would be close. The democrats also 
predicted that the result would be 
close. In the counties which sent in 
the first fragmentary reports the in- 
creased Berger vote apparently was at 
the expense of Davies, except in La- 
Crosse county, where Senator LaFol- 
lette is strong. Here it was said the 
socialist vote was augmented by de- 
fections from Lenroot. 

The republican districts in the coun- 
try are always the last to be heard 
from. This is particularly true in Len- 
rot’s congressional district in the north- 
ern part of the state, where his popu- 
larity is great. 

Scattered returns in judicial contests 
indicate the election of Marvin B. 
Rosenberry, non-partisan, to the su- 
Ppreme bench over Charles H. Crown- 
hart, backed by LaFollette, by a safe 
majority. Every return received up to 
a late hour favored Rosenberry. 

Interesting Reversal. 

The most interesting of the early 
returns came from Fort Washington, 
in Ozaukee county. This is ‘a German

HIRSUH WILL ENTER 
“SUIT FOR DIVORCE 


Announcement Is Made by 
Relatives Following Pay- 
‘ment of Woman’s Fine and 
Her Departure From City. 


| Pollowing the féTeasé of Mrs. Hirsch 
afternoon, after a reduced fine had been 
paid for her by her husband, # was 
stated by relatives of Mr. Hirsch that 
he would shortly file suit for divorce 
from his wife. 

This statement was made in conjinc- 
tion with a further announcement that 
Mrs. Hirsch had left Atlanta immedi-' 
ately after her release and it -is not 
known what her destination was to be. 
Mr. Hirsch is still in the city. 

Intended to Get Divorce. 

This announcement of a forthcom- 
ing “divorce suit is in line with earlier 
intimations to the effect that while Mr. 
Hirsch did not wish to do anything 
which would injure his wife during 
her trial, in so far as public opinion was 
concerned, nevertheless he intended 
to secure a divorce a3 soon as the case 
was settled. As stated, he offered at 
all times to furnish bond for Mrs. 
Hirsch and to provide her with any le- 
gal advice or assistance that she de- 
sired. Mrs. Hirsch steadily refused the 
offer of bond and remained at the Tow- 
er both before her trial and since her 
conviction some three weeks ago in 
Judge Benjamin H. Hill’s court. 

The, sentencse of Mrs. Hirsch, con- 
victed with J. W. Cook for alleged 
complicity in attempted blackmail of 
Mayor Candler, was reduced by Judge 
Hill from twelve months on the state 
farm, with a $1,000 fine, to a fine of 
$300. 

Although there was no agreement 
to the effect that Mrs. Hirsch should 
leave town, were the sentence reduced, 
it was generally understood by court- 
house officials that she would do so. 

Hirsch was seen entering the jail at 
10 o’clock Tuesday morning, but when 
Mrs. Hirsch was released at 1 o’clock 
she walked to freedom and drove away 
in a waiting taxicab alone. 

Judge Hill, in changing the sentence 
of Mrs. Hirsch, stated that no outside 
influence had been brought to bear 
upon him, but that he had made the 


any suggestion from either side. 
Reason for Reducing Sentence. 

“Ordinarily I believe that when a 
man and woman tommit the same crime 
that they should be punished alike, 
for in its commission they are equally 
guilty. The law is no respecter of per- 
sons, but in this case it must be mani- 
fest to all who are cognizant of the 
facts, that although both are equally 
guilty, they cannot suffer the same 
punishment because although the sen- 
tence is the same, the woman suffers 
immeasurably more than the man,” gaid 
Judge Hill. 

“Cook’s punishment will be merely a 
ebrief imprisonment at hard labor, while 
hers will last throughout her existence. 
He has lost nothing socially or morally, 
while she has }ost everything. Besides 
she is apparently too frail physically 
to work or to stand a long confine- 
ment,” he added. 

“For these reasons I have concluded 
that the ends of justice will be fully 
met in her case by giving her the op- 
portunity of paying a fine. Therefore,

ABOUT MAY 1. 

Officials of the company announced, 
when the notification for Chairman 


Candler was prepared, that it will take 
considerable time for the necessary 
clerical work, but that the rebate will 
probably~-be paid about the first of May. 
It was also shown that as the result 
of the payment*of this money the com- 
pany furnished gas during January and 
February at less than cost. 

“We do not agree with the conclu- 
sions reached by the commission,” Mr. 
Arkwright declares in his lgtter to Mr. 
Candler, “and we do not consider that 
the rebates ought justly to be demand- 
ed of the company, yet we have de- 
cided to defer to the recommendation 
of the commission.” In further ex- 
planation of the company’s point here, 
Mr. Arkwright has pointed out that 
many other cities in the country had 
to put up with a poorer quality of gas, 
and some: of them for a period did 
without any gas at all. No other gas 
customers anywhere have received any 
rebates on this account.

The company admits that the gas was 
really bad for _about eight days. The 
deficiency in quality, it is stated, was 
due entirely to the fact that the gas 
oil, which would otherwise have gone 
into its manufacture, was commandeer- 
ed by the United States government to 
furnish fuel for the vessels of the navy. 
The fact that the company could sot 
get all of the gas oil required resulted 
in a saving to it, in what would other- 
wire have been the cost of manufac- 
turing, of approximately $6,000. As 
against this, it pays back to its cus- 
tomers the sum of $30,000.

City Engineer Poole and others who | “y 


examined the company’s gas during the 
low quality season were of the opinion 
that rebates more than triple the 
amount the company is going to pay 
should rightly be made to people of 
Atianta, some of whose gas bills jump- 
ed from $5 or $6 up into the twenties. 

These opinions were given careftu 
consideration by the Georgia rail 
commission at several sessions and pri- 
vate conferences, and it was finally 
agreed that the commission, while it had 
the right to institute a rule that the 
company shall not give gas of inferior 
quality hereafter, had not the legal 
right to demand rebates. Thereupon, 
passing the rule for future use, it re- 
quested of the gas company that it 
make rebates such as it has now agreed 
to make.

REPORT ON SALES 
UF FLOUR ORDERED 


Br. A. M. Seule Tells Ceun- 
ty Administrators Dealers 
Must Keep Account of All 
Sales and of Purchases. 


Following statements by county food 
administrators of various sections of 
Georgia gathered in conference Tues- 
day afterncon in the assembly hall of 
the chamber of commerce, that some 
merchants were not strictly conform- 
ing with the rules and regulations gov- 
erning sales of flour to consumers, Dr. 
Andrew M. Soule, federal food admin- 
istrator for Georgia, announced that 
he would promulgate a ruling compell- 
ing the retail merchants of the state, 
from the crossroads merchant to the 
big town dealer, to keep an exact ac- 
count of the amount of flour he has 
purchased, the amount of sales to the 
consumer, and to furnish a weekly re- 
port of these amounts to his local food 
administrator. 

This rule is aimed to eliminate a 
tendency to evade the food regulations 
with respect to flour, practiced by 


merchants in some localities, and which 
have resulted in closing orders in a 
number of instances. It will also op- 
erate to prevent merchants from “buy- 
ing to the limit” from more than one 
wholesaler, because the weekly re- 
port would disclose this fact to the 
county administrator. 
Work of Extension Agents. 

At the afternoon session brief talks 

were made by many members of the 


‘College of Agriculture, each an expert 
in his particular field, explaining the 


intensive effort that is being put forth 
in every county in Georgia, with the!

April 2.—While the bat- 
tle in Picardy halted today in a lull 
that may only foreshadow the break- 
ing of a new and more terrible storm, 
American troops were hastening to join 
in the fray with their French and Brit- 
ish comrades. Formal announcement 
from London that these units would be 
merged with the allied war machines 
indicated to officials that losses of the! 
allies would.be immediately made good | 
with vigorous young Americans, Keen 
for the battle, and the stage set with- 
out delay, not only for a counter offen- 
sive, but for aggressive warfare with- 
out pause until the German invader 
shall not only be checked, but hurled 
back t6 ultimate military defeat. 
President Wilson has predicted that 
this will be the decisive year of the 
war. In the opinion of military offi- 
cers here, both American and French 
and British, he has taken the decisive 
step toward making his words good. 
; The power of American manhood is to 
be brought to bear without delay, not 
only in the American expeditionary 
army itself, but also in the fighting 
ranks of the allied armies. By this 
means the effect of American interven- 
tion in the war, it was said, will be 
doubled or even trebled and in coming 
days of the battle which may last for 
months, Americans by the hundreds of 
thousands will play their part.

Americans to Be Merged. 

No commé€nt on the announcement 
from London was made at the war de- 
partment. Probably not more than a 
very few of the highest officials know 
precisely what method is to be adopt- 
ed to rush American forces to France. 
Instead of an explanation Major Gen- 
eral March made public an order from 
Secretary Baker now in Europe, di- 


: recting that aH information hereafter 
regarding the activities 


of American 
troops overseas be centralized in Gen- 
eral Pershing’s hands. The war de- 
partment will not give out any state- 
ments relating to those forces. 

Presumably, under the new pian of 
merging American units in the allied 
armies and also because of the creation 
of a supreme commander in the person 
of General Foch, under whose direction 
General Pershing, as well as General 
Petain and Field Marshal Haig, are now 
operating, it has been found admissi- 
ble to provide for a uniform system 
of reporting military operations. 

Reviewing the meager information 
that has been available as to the great 
things that have been accomplished 
since the German drive began, many of- 
ficials were convinced tonight that Mr. 
Baker has been sent to Europe by Pres- 
ident Wilson for the purpose of bring- 
ing about just the amalgamation of 
forces thet has been effected. In urg- 
ing single command for the whole bat- 
tle front in the west, it was regarded 
as certain that the American war sec- 
retary would not have gone empty- 
handed to the conferences. The 
strength of the American army actually 
in France was not sufficient to war- 
rant more than a plea for new meas- 
ures to meet the German onrush. 

National Pride 

With the whole manpower of the 
United States mede immediately avail- 
able to play its part in the ranks of 
the allied armies, as well as in the 
purely American forces, however, it 
was argued that Mr, Baker could speak 
with compelling force.

DRASTIC PENALITES

Bill to Reach Pro-Germans | 
Favorably Reported to

Washington, April 2.—In favorably 
reporting a bill to impose drastic pen-, 
alties on disloyal acts, the senate ju- 
diciary committee today adopted an 
amendment by Senator Poindexter, of. 
Washington, prescribing imprisonment 
for twenty years and $10,000 fine for 
“whoever shall by word or act support 
or favor the cause of the German em- 
pire or its allies in the present war or 


by word or act oppose the cause of 
the United States therein.” 
The committee also approved the 


same penalties for persons obstructing 
government war bond issues and for 
wilfully “attempting” as well as ac- 
tual attempts, to obstruct recruiting or 
enlistment in the army. ) 
Other amendments written into the. 
bill by the committee, with the same 
drastic penalties provided, prohibit dis- 
loyal or abusive utterances or writings, 
display of enemy flags, or any acts 
tending to curtail production of essen- 
tial war products, or “to advocate, 
teach, favor or defend” such acts. 
Senator Jones, of New Mexico, intro- 
duced a resolution calling for dismissal 
of any government employee who per- 
forms any disloyal act, utters any se- 
ditious language against the president 
or speaks disrespectfully of the flag.

INCOME TAX SLACKERS 
MAY ESCAPE PENALTY 


Washington, April 2.—Persons who 
failed to make income or excess prof- 
its tax returns by last midnight, the 
final time for receiving the reports, 
will not neosee ie eng to pay the 
enalty provided by law. 

“Coliectors have been directed,” 
Revenue Commissioner Roper an- 
nounced today, ‘to permit delinquent, 
taxpayers to submit with late returns, | 
if filed immediately, stamps showing 
causes of delinquency. These state- 
ments will be given full consideration 
in the determination of penalties and /| 
amount of taxes to be assessed.” 

The penalty for late returns is a 
fine of between $20 and $1,000, the 
amount to be determined by the reve- 
nue commissioner. In practice, how- 
ever, penalties ordinarily have been 
omitted. 

About 7,000,000 income returns are 
believed to have been filed with reve- 
ue collectors up to last midnight. The

Chairman Hurley Sends a 
Tart Message to Managers 
of Shipyards—Wants Fall- 


Down in March Explained.

Washington; April 2.—American ship- 
builders were called upon tonight to 
explain why their output for March fell 
behind schedule. Chairman Hurley, of 
the shipping board, and General Mana- 
ger Piez, of the Emergency Fleet cor- 
poration, telegraphed the managements 
of all the yards in the United States, 
saying they were “keenly diasppointed” 
in the tonnage delivered, ané@ placing 
the responsibility for turning out ships 
equarely on the men in contro! of ac- 
tual building operations. 

“Keynote of the present situation 
is manogement leadership.” the tele- 
gram said. “Money, material and men 
have been supplied without stint by 
the nation. The American people want 
ships, not excuses.” 

Suggestions were requested and the 
officials said they wanted to know if 
the fault lay with the emergency fleet 
corporation. The managers were asked 
if their forces were doing a full day’s 
‘work, and if it was planned to run a 
might shift. 

Don’t Overestimate. 

“Please don’t overestimate,” the tel- 
egram urged, after asking for the pros- 
pects during April. It was said that 
the March estimate of 197,075 tons had 
been made on the promises of ship- 
builders, who delivered only 166,700 
tons.

“Perhaps it may lie with representa- 
; tives of the fleet corporation, who are 
co-operating with the builders,” he 
said. “If so, we want to know it, and 
promise to correct it. If there is any 
shortage of material, we want to know 
it, so we can take it up with the war 
industries board and prev€nt it hap- 
pening again. We want the manage- 
ments to examine carefully to elim- 
inate any inefficiency or lost motion. 

“Every man engaged in building 
ships ought to keep in mind all the 
time that he is working to back up the 
boys over there, and that it is up to 
the shipbuilder and ship-worker to 
feed those boys who are giving their 
all in this war. If we all could get 
that idea, there would be no'‘loss of 
production at any time.” 

Hurley te Yard Managers. 

Chairman Hurley’s telegram to the 

yard managers follows: ‘ 


“We are keenly disappointed in the 
amount of tonnage delivered by Ameri- 
can shipyards during the month of 
March and the slow progress made in 
many yards. Only twenty-one steel 
vessels, aggregating 166,700 tons were 
delivered during that month and our 
minimum estimate was for 197,075 tons. 
Instead of this reduction from our es- 
timate, we should have had an in- 
crease. This estimate was made on 
promises of shipbuilders. Thirty steel 
ships were launched with a total ton- 
nage of 219,586. Eleven wooden ships 
were launched, amounting to 40,000 
tons. . 

“We are particularly anxious that 
you and your organization should put 
forth a special effort during the month 
of April. We are anxious that you 
should keep us fully informed concern- 
ing all causes of delay encountered in 
building ships during this month daily 
by wire, if necessary. We are concern- 
ed with the entire program, but we 
want April to break all records. 

“Are the majority of your men doing 
a full day’s work? Are you working 
overtime? Are you running a night 
shift, or planning to do so? It is im- 
perative that every hour that can be 
taken advantage of be used. Won’t you 
reply promptly to this telegram, stat- 
ing frankly the facts? Money, material 
and men have been supplied without 
stint by the ndtion. Keynote of pres- 
ent situation is management—leader- 
ship. Emergency Fleet corporation 
looks to you for team work in apply- 
ing leadership to speeding up of pro- 
gram. We will welcome any sugges* 
tions which you wish to make, and if 
in your opinion the fault lies with the 
Emergency Fleet corporation don’t 
hesitate to advise us. What tonnage 
do you expect to produce during April 
in the way of finished ships? How 
many keels will you lay? How many 
ships will you launch? Please don’t 
overestimate. We are anxious to get 
actual facts so that our war program 
may be carried out, 

Personal Responsibility. 

“We are holding you personally re- 
sponsible for the successful manage- 
ment of your property. If you fail to 
maintain your schedule of production, 
which schedule the country is expect- 
ing you to meet and which -we must 
have you meet in order to win the war, 
the country will charge you and us 
with not doing our part. Our country 
is holding every foreman and every 
workman in the shipyards, and espe- 
cially every shipyard owner, stockhold- 
er and manager, as well as every offi- 
cer and employee of the Emergency 
Fleet corporation responsible for the 
work of building ships. They are need- 
ed badly, and the American people 
want ships, not excuses.” 

Contracts made recently by the fleet 
corporation, including one for the pur- 
chase of 100 street cars from the Phila- 
delphia Rapid Transit company to pro- 
vide transportation for employees of 
the Hog Island yard. The fleet corpo- 
ration will extend the car line. 

Two oceangoing steel tugs, costing 
$300,000 each, will be built by the 
Bayles Shipyards, Inc., of Port Jeffer- 
son, L. L, which will deliver the ves- 
sels within nine and ten months re- 
spectively. The Beaumont Shipbuild- 
ing and Dry Dock company, of Beau- 
mont, Texas, has been entrusted with 
the building of a wooden marine over- 
head railway, a basin and piers, to 
facilitate construction work at Beau- 
mont. Ten triple-expansion marine en- 
gines will be built by the O’Neil Iron 
Works, of Buffalo, for $100,000 each. 


CANADA AIRMEN MOVE 
FROM CAMPS IN TEXAS 


Toronto, April 2.—It is thought at 
the headquarters of the British royal 
flying corps here that the exodms of 
Canadian airmen from their canips at 
Fort Worth, Texas, will mean the per- 


manent departure of the organization 
from the United States. There are two 
reasons for this. One is that the 
American army requires all available ac- 
commodations for the training of its 
own aviators and the other that it has 
been ascertained from experience dur- 
ing the past winter that aviation train- 
ing can be successfully carried out in 
Canada even with a temperature of 22 
below zero.

Young Girls From Various 
Schools Represented Preside 
Over the Booths. 


Large crowds were attracted Tuesday 
afternoon to the food conservation exhi- 
bition which was prepared by the school 
children of Atlanta under the direction 
of Miss Estelle Bozeman, of the United 
States department of agriculture, and 
the Georgia State College of Agricul- 
ture.

Each booth was presided over by a 
number of young girls from the various 
schools represented. 

The booth of the Peeples street 
school demonstrated how food which 
is ordinarily thrown away may be sav- 
ed from the garbage can. Woodberry 
school showed the various balanced 
meals that could be prepared, accord- 
ing to caloric values, and the exhibi- 
tion at this booth attracted much at- 
tention. 

Perhaps the most interesting and 
important demonstration made was that 
of dehydrating fruits and vegetables 
which was gotten up by the home 
demonstration agents of the United 
States agricultural department and the 
state agricultural department.

Yet this would be precisely as wise as to send away 
for manufactured goods which are the same as, or 
similar to, those produced by home people. 


Of course, the percentage of folks who are doing this 
is not as large as it was some years ago, and the per- 
centage is growing smallef all the time. 


But there are still a few—ahd those are the ones who 
should stop and think.

LET COMMISSION DECIDE. 


At last council has awakened to the ne- 
cessity of improvement in the street car 
transportation facilities between Atlanta 
and Camp Gordon. 

Six months ago, when it became apparent 
that a single car track to Camp Gordon 
would be inadequate to care for the passen- 
ger traffic between a great city of 200,000 
inhabitants and an army cantonment repre- 


senting approximately 50,000 population, 
The Constitution entreated council to take 
up the matter’ officially and insist upon 4 
double track. 

No action whatsoever was taken, and to 
council’s indifference at that time is véry 
largely due the fact that efforts that were 
made to induce the Georgia Railway and 
Power company to lay the double track 
failed. 

The public safety committee of the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce, after taking 
action aggressively favoring a double track, 
likewise became so indifferent as to prac- 
tically acquiesce in the abandonment of the 
double-track project after \the double-track 
line had been’ definitely promised by the 
street car company. 

Now, council, awakening to the necessity 
of the situation, takes action which, had it 
been taken six months ago, would have re- 
sulted in the doubJe-track line having been 
long since completed. 

It is not only absurd, but preposterous, 
to“Say that a single track car line between a 
city of 200,000 and a military camp of 50,000 
population can render as good a service as 
a double track. 

Some way should be found by which this 
whole matter may be settled one way or 
another. Either the double track line should 
be built, or it should not be. 

The Constitution believes that it should 
be—just as it believed and urged six months 
ago, when the work of construction was un- 
der way. ‘ i 

Now that the city council has taken be- 
lated action, the best and most satisfactory 
way to bring the contention to a conclusion 
is for council to take it officially to the tri- 
bunal before which it belongs, let the state 
railroad commission investigate it  thor- 
oughly, consider every phase of it, and then 
render its verdict. 


DANGEROUS PRECEPT. 


Speaking from his pulpit upon the occa- 
sion of the unveiling of a 46-star service 
flag, Rev. John Logan, pastor of the First 
Methodist church at Elberton, Ga., is re- 
ported to have said the other day that “it is 
the Christiait duty of Americans to decorate 
convenient lamp posts with German spies 
and agents of the kaiser, native or foreign- 
born.” 

The Constitution is of precisely 
verse opinion. 

With the Rev. Mr. Logan, we believe that 
any man suspected of being a German spy 
or agent of the kaiser in this country, or in 
any other country at war .with Germany, 
ought to be arrested and tried; and, if proven 
guilty, be made to suffer the extreme pen- 
alty of the law prescribed ‘in such cases; 
that is, he should be either hanged or shot. 

But we do not believe that the determin- 
ing of guilt or the execution of sentence 
should be left to a mob—which alone “lamp 
post justice” contemplates. Neither do we 
believe there is anything in the creed of 
Christianity that condones mob violence, to 
say nothing of imposing participation in it 
as a part of “Christian duty!” 

There is no,dearth of law and legal 
processes whereby to deal with a spy, just 
as there is plenty of law and orderly means 
whereby to punish persons guilty of murder, 
incendiarism or any other crime, and when 
we recommend or countenance punishing a 
criminal—a spy, murderer or what-not—by 
any other than the means prescribed by our 
laws, then we recommend or countenance 
lynch law, which means no. law at all and 
disrespect for our courts and orderly insti- 
tutions. ; 

And that represents precisely the one 
stigma that for several generatiqns has 
rested upon and retarded the south, and the 
one thing from which we are trying the 
hardest to eradicate and “live down.” 

We believe, furthermore, that the Rev. 
Mr. Logan is a Christian and a thoroughly 
good man; and that any expression of his in 
favor of lynching spies was uttered solely 
in the fervor of patriotism and was not 
meant to be taken literally or seriously. 
But at the same time, the fact that, to quote 
again from the news dispatch—"“the state 
ment met with wave after wave of hand- 
claps from 1,200 people present,” and follow- 
ing the meeting was “the talk of the town 
and country and ig meeting with overwhelm- 
ing indorsement,” simply goes to prove the 
grave danger that lies in such precept. 

Shoot the spy, or hang him; by all 
means! But do it in accordance with law 
and order!

TAKE STOCK OF ITSELF 


Editor Constitution: I read with inter- 
est your recent editorial, “Why Atlanta 
Lags,” and Mr. Williams’ letter which .forms 
the basis of your editorial. I know noth- 
ing of the street paving business but Mr. 
Williams’ statement on this particular sub- 
ject must be about correct if we compare 
them with the city’s method of building. 

Our city is the laughing stock of the 
south when it comes to public school and 
hospital facilities, and as I stated to you in 
a letter some two years since, we need to 
“take stock” of ourselves. New school build- 
ings are being built in other towns constant- 
ly while we’ are so poor or short-sighted 
that we cannot: find $100,000 in the course 
of two years to provide for the education df 
our children; we have to rent firetraps and 
resort to many other methods to educate 
them and subject them to insanitary -condi- 
tions’ in houses built to accommodate six or 
eight people. The high school in the city of 
Griffin would put to shame our own Boys’ 
High, to say nothing of the Girls’ High. For 
two years we have been trying to build’a 
small $30,000 nurses’ dormitory for Grady 
hospital, and have not found sufficient funds 
yet to complete this building, notwithstand- 
ing. the fact that $10,000 or more Ras been 
contributed to this work by one of our late 
public spirited citizens. 

And now comes the city with $75,000 to 
spend, and can't afford to pay an architect’s 
fee, We are told this fee will be saved and 


put into the building by employing students 
to design them. Where will you find a good 
business man who would turn over $75,000 
to a student immediately upon receiving a 
diploma from the very highest rated archi- 
tectural school? The first thing a graduate 
does is to seek a position for practical ex- 
perience in a well-established architectural 
office, and later, perhaps, he becomes an 
architect. It is like a traveling man who 
bought an overcoat and put the cost of same 
in his expense account so it could not be 

n. 

oo’ Have we grown so big that we have lost 
our way? Instead of setting an example 
for our suburban cities we should turn to 
them for “direction.” Our business covers 
five southern states and about 50 per cent 
of our work is in connection with new school 
buildings. We see what others are doing 
and what we are not doing. 

We are both short-sighted and niggard- 
by, as Mr. Williams states, and we are fool- 
ing ourselves when we think we are fool- 
ing others. We need to take stock of our- 
selves.

Atlanta Rotary is going to prove a big 
factor in the campaign for the Third Lib- 
erty Loan, which' opens on Saturday next.

WESTERN UNION LOSES 
SUIT AGAINST ROADS 
IN U. S. CIRCUIT COURT 


The Western Union Telegraph company 
Tuesday at New Orleans lost its appeal from 
the judgment of the federal district court 
of northern Georgia in favor of three rail- 
road companies with which the company dif- 
fered as to right of way for its poles and 
wires on the rights of way of the railroads. 
The United States circuit court of appeals, 
at New Orleans, decided against the telegraph 
company in its decision announced April 2. 

The case has been in litigation several 
years and was handled for the telegraph 
company by the Atlanta law firm of Brew- 
ster, Howell & Heyman. It involved the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, the 
Atlanta and West Point and the Louisville 
and Nashville railroads. 

The case was first decided by Judge 
William Newman at Atlanta some six months 
ago. The telegraph company had ques- 
tioned the right of a railroad company un- 
dergcertain conditions to require it to move 
its poles from one side or the other of the 
railfoad right of way and the finding, in 
effect, confirmed that right in the railroad. 

The cage has been in the courts for about 
five years and, to all appearances, may be 
in the courts for as many years more, al- 
though the New Orleans decision will be 
final as regards this particular part of the 
litigation. The telegraph company will now 
strive to protect its interests, by using other 
tactics. and introducing other cases, it is 
said.

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Editor Constitution: Your editorial in a 
recent issue of The Constitution about truck 
hauling is interesting, but how do you pro- 
pose to do truck hauling over our abom- 
inable Georgia roads? 

During the good season, say for the four 
autumn months, and usually up to Christ- 
mas, hauling by trucks is feasible, if it does 
not happen to rain. Also there is a period of 
two or three months in the spring when 
truck hauling is feasible, but during’ the 
three or four winter months, including most 
of December, January, February and March, 
the most active period for moving cotton 
and other farm products, the roads are prac- 
tically impassable for trucks and only for 
mule teams with light loads. 

Our company has been trying to use a 
heavy five-ton truck for the past four 
months, hauling product to the railroad. It 
has cost 25 per cent at least more than it 
could have been done on contract with mule 
teams, which is $3.80 per long ton. Our 
county spends a great deal of money yearly 
on the roads, but practically the whole of it 
is wasted. 

We have asked the road commissioners 
to lay out the old ridge road, the present 


road having been diverted into four mud | 


holes, impagsable in wet weather, but they 


have declined to do anything.

: _ Petitions.for Street Work. 


Peachtree Work Delayed 
by Refusal of Bid. 


Evéry day brings some new indica- 
tion that the city will not be able to 
take advantage of the generous offer of 
the Fulton county commissioners to as- 
sume the city’s share of the expense of 


_. baving several thoroughfares. 


It was learned Tuesday that no peti- 


ae , ‘tion has yet been filed in the office of 


the superintendent of construction for 
repairs on Whitehall street, for which 
the county appropriated $19,551, and so 
far as the officials of the street depart- 
ment have been able to ascertain, no 
attempt has as yet been made to have 
the property owners sign the necessary 
petition. 

While the’ necessary petition has 
been prepared for Peachtree street pav- 
ing, that work has not yet been start- 
ed, and cannot now be started until 
after the next council meeting, because 
the only bid received was rejected. The 
chances are that it will not be started 
then. If there are no acceptable bids 
received for the work it will have to 


be undertaken by the city forces, and | 


the city is now unable to get men for 
the work it has on hand. 
‘Peachtree in Horrible Condition. 

.In the meantime Peachtree street, es- 
pecially that part of it between Ellis 
and Pine, that has not been patched 
this spring, is in a distressing condi- 
tion and may soon have to be closed 
in the interests of public safety. H. L 
Collier, superintendent of construction, 
says that patching will do no good, as 
the “life” has all gone out of the re- 
maining bitulithic surface, so that a 
patch cannot be tied to it. The surface 
is crumbling more and more every day 
and in numerous places great holes 
have developed that can only be avoid- 
ed by dextrous driving. That there has 
mot been a serious accident on this 


“street on account of the bad paving is 


more a matter of good driving ‘than 
‘anything else, as the numerous holes 
are like so many pitfalls for the. un- 
wary driver. 

In addition to the delay in starting 
the work on Peachtree and Whitehall 
streets, there are half a dozen other 
important paving jobs to be done for 
which the county has agreed to bear 
the city’s share of the cost, but which 
cannot be started because the property 
owners have failed to file. the neces- 
sary petitions. The most important of 


these are the following: 
South Pryor street, from W. & A 
railroad to Garnett street. County ap- 


propriation, eee 
(Venue, Boulevard to 


ewood 
Spruce. County appropriation of $3,500 
to cap the Belgian block pavement with 
asphalt. 

| No Petition Filed. 

Edgewood avenue, between Peach- 
tree and Pryor streets. This is a small 
job, but a very important one, as it is 
right in the business district and the 
wooden block pavement is rapidly be- 
ing ground to pulp by the heavy traffic. 
The county appropriated $924.09 for 
this work, but no petition has yet been 
filed by the necessary 51 per cent of 


. the property owners to have it done.

West Fair street to Capitol avenue. 
The county appropriated $3,495.88 to 
cover the city’s share of @ expense 
of capping the Belgian blocks on this 
street with assault. No petition has 
been filed by the property owners. 

Lee street, from Park to McCall's 
Ferry. The county offered to assume 
the city’s share of this work, which 
will amount to approximately $10,150. 
No petition has been received from the 
property owners. 

Peters street, from the viaduct to 
Leonard. The condition of this impor- 
tant thoroughfare is rapidly becoming 
impassible, although the county has 
appropriated $7,170 for its improvement 
and this money. will be available as 
s00n as 51 per cent of the property 
owners indicate that they want it. 


May Net Be So Generous. 


It is certain that unless prompt ac- 
tion is taken by the property rivet 
these streets will not be repaired this 
year, and next year the board of com- 
missioners of Fulton county may not 
be in such a generous mood as they 
were when they made the offer to bear 
the city’s share of the expense this 
year. Under the city street ordinances,’ 
all petitions for paving must be filed in 
the office of the superintendent of con- 
struction before May 1. 

It is unfortunate that the property 
owners did not prepare their petitions 
at an earlier date, as the cost of mate- 
rial has advanced so much lately that 
the original appropriation may not be 
sufficient for the entire job in several 
of the larger undertakings. In addi- 
tion to the higher price of the material, 
the cost of labor has advanced and is 
becoming harder to get every day. 

Superintendent Collier also points 
out that the contractors are not eager 
to bid on city street work, because 
they have to wait so long for their 
money, and if there is other work they 
can ey that will pay them cash on 
completion of the job, they will take 
it to the exclusion of street work. 

rther, if the work is not started 
s00n the completion of much of it will 
be delayed until the late fall, and as 
asphalt cannot be handled in cold 
weather, it will leave the unfinished 
paneete in bad shape through next win-

REFUSED NEW TRIAL 


Interesting Decision Bearing 
on Liquor Law Announced 
by Appeals Court. 


Interesting rulings apropos of the 
liquor question were among. those 
handed down Tuesday by the Georgia 
court of appeals. It was held that the 
statement of a dry law offender that “I 
am no frequent violator of this ‘law” 
was scarcely evidence of his innocence. 

It was maintained that the evidence 
pointing to illicit manufacture of in- 
toxicants by a woman cannot be af- 


fected by the fact that the captured 
fire water and apparatus, being found 
in her home, were the property not of 
herself, but her husband, the head of 
the house. 

“Peach brandy, under the law, is an 
intoxicating liquor,” a judge had ad- 
vised a jury in one case. his advice, 
the defending attorneys argued, was 
error on the part of that judge. The 
court of appeals, after reviewing evi- 
dence that the accused person had in 
fact been mafiufacturin the stuff, 
1: sided with the judge of the lower court 
and held his instruction was not er- 
ror. 

The application of Bartow and Al- 
bert Nix, charged with having killed 
certain persons at Columbus, Ga., for 
a change of venue which a lower court 
judge had denied, was also denied by 
the high court. The petitioners claim- 
ed they were afraid they would § be 
lynched if trial was had in Columbus, 
but many affidavits to the contrary 
were presented to the court. 

Creumstantial evidence was involved 
in several cases. On this ground one 
man, accused of stealing seed cotton, 
was acquitted of the charge. In an- 
other case the court established the 
rule that evidence, though circumstan- 
tial, proves guilt if it is sufficient to 
exclude all reasonable hypothesis oth- 
er than guilt.

At the first meeting of the joint com- 
mittee on health, representing thirty- 
one ‘civic commercial and scientific 
bodies, including the city of Atlanta 
and the county of Fulton, held Tuesday 
afternoon at 3 o’clock in the directors’ 
room at the Chamber of Commerce, or- 
ganization was perfected and officers 
elected.

“It is moved that the chairman appoint 
a committee of seven, or such number as

highest temperature was 80 degrees on 
the 14th, and 87 degrees on the 11th 
was the lowest. 

A warm March, it was said at state 
agricultural headquarters, means 
strong, rapid growth of planted stuff. 
A warm spring is always wanted, 

On the subject of rainfall, on the 
'contrary, the Von Herrmann figures 
show a slump. The month of March 
should have had 5.78 inches of rain, 
but this year it had less than one inch, 
only .89 inch in fact. This was 4.89 
inches below the average. : 

Now, to the farmer @ dry spring is 
met with pleasure and gratification, 
it is sfid. A wet spring makes the du- 
ties of the plantation arduous. If the 
ground is too wet some cultivating is 
impossible. 

The back lot gardener and the truck- 
ster have another songtto sing.
